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Expressions of 

The Circus

Musk from many lands is heard 
,u the circus, but the typical cir- 
us marches and galops are pen¬ 
ned by composers of the white 
\ ops whose ears are tuned to 
■oaring lion, rumbling wagons and 
pounding hoofs, and in whose 
olood races the romance of the 
ring, the high trapeze and the 
hippodrome track 

Aa circusdom creates its own 
art and music, so it makes its 
own language a tongue replete 
with terms more confusing than 
a Bostonian accent in Kankakee. 
A "yard" is one hundred dollars. 
Lot lice" are persons who loaf 
around the show, but do not buy 
tickets. "Jawn Moore" is a call 
used to speed up the show. 
Blues” are the cheapest seats 
in the big top. "Reader" is a nick¬ 
name for the license, the "bag 
gu" is the balloon seller. The 
blow-off" is the final night per¬ 
formance in the side show tent. 
Grinder" applies to the announc¬ 
er in front of the side show bal¬ 
lyhoo line. "Side-walHng” is the 
ac t of trying to sneak in under 
the tent. A "crazy act" is a 
clown number. Do not speak of a 
pass as an "Annie Oakley." It 
is the name of the famous marks- 
woman who could shoot the spots 
out of a playing card so expert¬ 
ly was her aim. Because passes 
usually have round holes punched 
in them, they are dubbed “Annie 
Gisiticys." 

First, you must never speak of 
a circus or a tent. These are two 
words that are never heard In 
ireus company. A circus is a 
show;" the tent is called a 
top;" the main tent is some- 
imes the “hip rap," but usually 
t is the "hip top."

All free admis¬ 
sions are usually "paper”—for 
example, "There Is a lot of paper 
In the house tonight." A side 
show is a "kid show." LJons, tigers 
and leopards are "big cats.” A 
cat which is merely exhibited and 
doesn’t perform is a "dead cat;" 
by a “dead man" is an anchor 
that holds a piece of rigging 
taut. All seats, ring curbs, and 
so on, are "lumber.” The planks 
that reserved seats stand on are 
"bibles,” because they open like 
a book. An umbrella is a 'mush;” 
so a cane Is a "skinned mush." 

A last term, one of the most 
picturesque of them all, Is so 
old that its origin has been lost.

Will They Return 

To Graduate? 

•Will they return to graduate?" 
in the question college authorities 
throughout the nation are asking 
as students leave their campuses 
to become soldiers 

The challenge of this question 
answered too often negatively fol¬ 
lowing the last war L8 being met 
positively by the University of 
Iowa with a far reaching plan 
for financial assistance to former 
students who will return to study 
after war-service 

Enthusiastically applauding the 
Iowa plan and urging its adoption 
throughout the country, James 
Ward, Coordinator of College Ac¬ 
tivities of the Division of Youth 
Activities of the Office of Civil¬ 
ian Defense, declared: “The Iowa 
plan goes a long ways towards 
solution of one of the knottiest 
student problems arising from the 
current war situation. It is hoped 
that other colleges and universi¬ 
ties will consider their plan 
thoughtfully." 

“If similar plans are adopted 
on other campuses, thousands will 
be brought back, and the hock 
(of rehabilitation) will be cush¬ 
ioned,” commented Loren Hicker- 
so n, columnist for the Daily 
Iowan, college paper. 

The program calls for gifts of 
not over $200 to each returning 
student in need of assistance. The 
money is to come from a fund 
made up of voluntary contribu¬ 
tions of 10c a week from each 
student on the campus. About 
$10,000 is expected to be collected 
in this manner this semester. Ad¬ 
ministered by the Committee on 
Student Aid and audited by the 
university treasurer's office, the 
fund will be invested in U. S. De¬ 
fense Bonds. 

Originator of the plan to help 
post-war University of Iowa stu¬ 
dents is Francis Weaver, 22-year- 
old law student from Mason City, 
Iowa. Mr. Weaver believes that his 
plan has already gone far in rais¬ 
ing morale of those students now 
in school who are likely to be 
called into the armed forces. 

“It offers those who remain on 
the campus the opportunity to aid 
in a concrete manner the devel¬ 
opment of a post-war rehabilita¬ 
tion program for the men who are 
lighting our war for us,” said the 
Daily Towan editorially on the 
plan. ‘It will give us a chance to 
do something for them in return 
for what they are doing an 1 will 
uo for u> until complete victory 
is achieved."

The weather this year has been 
a bit unusual thus far compared 
to preceding years. The total pre¬ 
cipitation of 1942 up to February 
25 was 9.8 inches, compared to 
2.73 Inches for the same period 
in 1941. We have had two snows 
up to this date this year with a 
total depth of 9.8 Inches, while 
last year there was only one trace 
of snow and it melted as it fell. 

The low temperature this 
month was on February 19th when 
the temperature dropped to 14*. 
The high temperature for this 
month was 65” on February 5. 
The minimum temperature for 
this year was 18° below zero on 
January 8th and the maximum 
temperature was 65° on Janu- 
uary 24th. The average minimum 
temperature of January this year 
was 7° lower than that of January 
1941. In January this year we had 
23 days when the temperature 
was below U*.

He Snoop* 

To Conqueor 

ThU sentence refers to Walter 
Winchell. He Is frequently called 
"Little Boy-Peep of Broadway ” 
Recently the president invited him 
to the White House for a short 
chat, and stayed in conference 
with him for 45 minutes Many 
people were curious about what 
the president had to say to Win¬ 
chell. But those who know Win¬ 
chell are sure that President 
Roosevelt didn't say much, be¬ 
cause he didn’t get a chance. 

He gets his news by snooping 
and listening, but most of the 
time he doesn't even listen, he's 
so busy talking about himself. But 
that’s all right, because when he 
talks about him sel f he talks about 


others too. G-men, gangsters, 
bubble dancer* playboys and cele¬ 
brities. He probably knows more 
celebrities and more about them 
than any other living man In the 
country. 

He says he spends no more 
time with them than possible, be¬ 
cause he Just doesn't like celebn- 
tlea. He says "That some might 
say that he doesn't go around 
with them because he wants to 
be the center of attraction him¬ 
self. But that isn't true. 

The reason he was stalled ten 
years on hto book "The Private 
Papers of Walter Winchell" Is be¬ 
cause as soon as Its finished 
he'U be an author and have to go 
to literary teas and answer silly 
questions. 

Winchell will tell you he has 
a lot of friends In ths next 
breath he tells you that you can't 
have friends In hia business, be¬ 
cause "If you make too many 
friends you'll be afraid of hurting 
somebody's feeling and won't ha 
able to write anything about any¬ 
body.” 

Ha has pale who c o nf eas to ymt 

that they are "Just like that* 
with Winchell. But when you 
question them you'll find they've 
never seen inside his house, have 
never seen hia wife and children. 
And. believe it or not, can't get 
hia telephone number. 

Winchell loves privacy . Not 
your privacy, but hto. When Mr. 
McXvoy suggested that maybe he 
ought to have a chat with his 
wife and look a roe ad hia home. 
Winchell said. No Mr. You can 
aay what you like about me, but 
you've got to keep my family out 
of this. 

Why Is he so secretive? Partly 
because he's a lone wolf. Because 
so many people are frankly afraid 
of him. Partly because those who 
aren’t are trying to exploit the 
tremendous publicity he can gtva 
them in his column or on the air. 
Partly because of his Intimate 
knowledge of gangster methods 
has made him fearful of extor¬ 
tion, kidnapping, blackmail, sad 
ether terrors. 

People say why doesn’t some¬ 
one sue that guy Winchell for 
libel? You”d think he'd be afraid 
to print a thing lika that about 
people. The fact U that Win¬ 
chell doesn't have to be afraid. 
Tou might sue and you might 
collect, but not from Winchell. 
He has a contract that protects 
him. 

Any one of the 136 papers 
would have to pay If they pub¬ 
lished the libel item, or the radio 
company and his sponsor would 
have to pay if they sent It ovar 
the air. 

He claims that hia best source 
of information are other news¬ 
paper reporters, men who slip 
him stuff they can’t print In their 
own papers. He doesn't broad¬ 
cast the fact, however, that he 
has a galaxy of stooges who func¬ 
tion as press agents and who 
supply him a steady stream tn 
hope that their client will be 
mentioned In Winchell's column. 
As Winchell modestly puts it. 
The other columnists may print 
it, but I make it public." His only 
worry about information to ac¬ 
curacy. 

He doesn't have to gad about 
the way he used to. There was 
a time In New York when you 
ran into him at every night club, 
rendezvous, restaurant, hotel lob¬ 
by and speakeasy. Now he sits 
for a few hours at night In the 
Stork Club, drops in occasionally 
at LaConga. He sips a soft drink 
and Jots down items in his nerv¬ 
ous left-handed scrawl. 

The rest of the night hours he 
spends chasing fire alarms and 
police calls until dawn In a $700 
car—because DlUinger told Hoov¬ 
er it has the fastest pick-up. It 
is fitted up with sirens, red lights 
and a short-wave receiver that 
gets all the official police calls. 
Usually he gets to the scene of 
the crime when the police do. 

He gets $1,750 a week for his 
column; $4,000 for his fifteen min¬ 
utes on the air. 

Lifelong friends of Winchell 
will be glad to learn that he has 
a wife. He also has a daughter 
age 11. whose ambition is to be¬ 


come a dancer like her mother, 
and whose favorite columnist to 
Mark Hellinger. He also has a 
son two and one-half years old. 

It pains Winchell that some 
people accuse him of bragging 
about the money he makes. The 
fact that he makea so much money 
to not news to WYnchell. but it to 
a continuous surprise. At heart 
he is still the hoofer who left an 
upper East Side school when he 
way in 6B. hoofed his way up 
and down the country in small¬ 
time vaudeville, hoofed his way 
up and down Broadway soliciting 
gossip and theatrical ads. And 
finally because he was fearless, tal¬ 
ented, toreless and tormented by 
an unappeasable itch for success, 
he arrived at his present peak - 
where he Uvea in a state of sur¬ 
prise that he has arrived there, 
and a gnawing fear that he. can¬ 
not remain.—Ruth Hollomon.

plex. In this lank, black, shamb¬ 
ling fellow she saw possibilities 
Wherefore she adriotly married 
him, and then began a lifelong 
fight that now and then makea 
humorous reading and again 
makes disgusting reading. 

Joe himself did not believe In 
spell* voodoo, witch-doctoring, 
nor in the buckra's Jesus. God.

Heaven, with golden streets and 
Jeweled buildings and playing on 
a harp all day, didn't appeal to 
his racial notions of a fltlng eter¬ 
nity. He had lots of bush chil¬ 
dren, and he had a notion heaven 
should be more like that. He ac¬ 
cumulates, grows old—reasonably 
old. Then he is cut down unex¬ 
pectedly in a manner that gives 
the novel a surprise twist. 

The book Is a curious mixture 
of authentic GuUeh dialect, sound 
realistic reporting, rich racial 
drama and discourse, humor, and 
now and then, rarely I am glad 
to say, the amateur touch. The 
general reader will be offended 
by the robust material, likely 
The discriminating reader will be 
charmed tn some places beyond 
words by the folk speech. Parts 
of the novel make one verily hear 
the speakers. Note this passage: 

Far from home, he has Just 
feit a stab in hie heart which 
makea him know his mother bis 
died. 

It is a ric and authentic story.

tnexplorod locale: He writes with 
power, dignity and sincerity of a 
Mack man In his taber Moe-> to 
the land, bis loves and hales, his 
perplexities, his fighting, succeed¬ 
ing, and ultimate foil'd re which 
Is death.
